Chicago through the lake shore cities lo Lake Superior, is a 
more natural route for the continuation of this Great Trunk 
road and should be preferred by the Government for three 
sub-tiinnal reasons, viz:

a. It is of the same width of track as, the Illinois Central 


Railroad—-4 (eel S£ inches—and would form a continuous 
gu:ige trom Mobile to Lake Superior. 
Whil« the Rock Kiv- 


er'Valley Union Railroad is constructed on a six feet gunge, 
and would compel a break of guage and a change of cars at 
its junction with the Illinois Central road. 


And the same icasons apply with equal force to the La 


Crosse and Milwaukee road, over the Janesville, La Crosse 
and St. Croix road. 


3. It it, of the highest importance that this road should be 


on the lake shore, accessible, at all points, to steam and sail 
vessels, to facilitate the transport of government troops and 
property from the marine of our great inland seas, at the prin- 
cipal luitbors on Lake Michigan. But the R. H. V. U. K. R. 
touches this lake at but one point, and that, at its Southern ex- 
tremity, und out of tbe State. 


From all the lake shore cities, railroads leading across the 


State westward to the Mississippi, are chartered and in pro- 
ce»s of construction. From Milwaukee, a railroad is already 
in operation for ninety miles, at a cost of $1,800,000, and by 
the middle of May, will be in running order to Madison, the 
capital of the State—half way to the Mississippi River. 


f he advantage which such a connection, as the lake shore 


roiiti; would form with these lateral roads and with the com- 
mrrcn ol tlic great lakes—now almost rivalling in magnitude 
our entire loreign commerce—would give for the rapid con- 
centration of forces, in time of war, on any point along the en- 
tire route, over a road in the interior touching Lake Michigan 
al no point within the State, is conclusive in favor of the 
Luke Shore route. 


We may add, that the character of the men composing 


the Lake Shore and La Crosse Kailroad Companies, the large 
amount of stock subscribed by responsible citizens along the 
lines of these roads who have mortgaged their homesteads 
for the payment of these subscriptions, the amount of work 
already done on these roads during the brief space—but lit- 
tle more than a year—since active operations were com- 
menced upon them, and the subscription of a million and a 
half of dollars, for these and connecting roads, by the lake 
shore cities in their corporate character, form a strong argu- 
ment in favor of the Lake Shore and the La Crosse routes 
over the routes proposed by the R. R. V. U. R. R. Company, 
through Janesville. 


Your Memorialists protest against the present Bill (S. 150) 


as unjust to the people of this State for the following reasons: 


1. For every SO miles of road constructed, ItO sections, or 


76,800 acres of land may be appropriated. 
The Janesvilk 


and Lake Superior road runs more than IfO miles, and tbe 


government. 


For these reasons, your memorialists represent that, for all 


purposes contemplated by the Bill for a grant of land to this 
State to aid in the construction of Railroads, the roads now 
being built by the Lake Shore and the La Crosse Companies, 
known as the Green Bay, Milwaukee and Chicago Railroad 
Company, and the La Crosse Ac Milwaukee Hailroad Com- 
pany, are, in all repects more deserving of government aid, 
than the roads proposed to be built by the R. R. V. U. Rail- 
road Company ; 


That an exclusive grant to that company would be unjust 


to the people of this State, and prejudicial to their interests; 


That the application of the proceeds of this grant should 


be restricted to the construction of roads through the public 
lands; 


That it should be left to the State to designate the com- 


panies and roads to which the proceeds of that grant shall be 
applied. 


These reasonable requests, complied with, will tender sim- 


ple justice to all parties—to the General Government, and 
to the people of the Stale of Wisconsin.
